I will be the FOX on Election night, 0200 November 8 UTC. That is Tuesday 
evening for most of the US. The conversion to the operator's local time is 
an exercise left to the reader. It is also Melbourne Cup Day in Australia, 
but I think that is tomorrow on this side of the International date line, 
and yesterday on the other side of it. It never is today over there as far 
as I can tell. 


I will use a TS850 cranked down to 5 Watts, a 30 M ladder line fed delta 
loop antenna whose top is at 35 feet, a Timewave DSP, and earphones. 


My code speed is about 18 wpm, with 1 to 2 mpm. If you want me to QRS just 
ask. If you want me to QRQ it probably won't happen, but it is a nice 
thought.

I'm not much of a CW operator and my ability to copy is always a challenge as 
well as my ability to send. I prefer PSK but recognize the importance of CW. 
Lazy me I guess. 


But, what the heck... this is supposed to be fun, right? 


I used CwGet to help me with those who like to run their code a lot faster 
than I can copy. Most ops were nice enough...not necessarily to slow down 
but increase the spacing between letters. That was appreciated. 


Didn't start until around 3 PM local (PHX) time today and boy, did I enjoy 
myself. Between helping my daughter with her homework and fixing supper, I 
managed to get in 32 contacts. By far, the most I've ever done in such a 
short period. 


I'd say that by the end of the night, my ability to send and receive 


increased fairly well. I kept the K2 on a fairly tight filter and simply 
tuned down the band and worked each signal I could hear for the most part. I 
don't think there was a single one that I heard that I didn't work. Now, 
I'll admit that I would listen to that person's exchange more than once (and 
sometimes several times) and see how close my copy was to the computer. It 
helped. Using CwGET also helped ease my nervousness too. 


One station returned a checksum of 12. I knew I copied it correctly since 
s/he had repeated it twice to the previous contact. I figured I had a very 
senior op until I looked them up and found it was the club call for the 
Harvard Wireless Club, W1AF. Too funny.

Yes, both the USAF global comms is on or about 10.110 at times 
plus much more frequent is the Mexican Federales and the 
Mexican fishing boats transporting their square grouper 
to the states and of course they operate high power SSB. 


Plus on 10.107 which bleeds over to 10.106 and 10.108 

is General Pacheco radio out of Argentina, running telephone 
services to the Antartic and other places around South America. 
Probably a 10 kw station with no receiver on the band and

You're going to see a difference in power between the "tune" 
and "idle" modes. Idle is sending a phase shifting carrier 
with a 50% duty cycle and tune is a continuous carrier. 

The audio tone you send out of your sound card gets 
converted up to RF in your radio. The same signal is 
coming out of your radio only at a higher frequency. 


So, if you're sending an idle carrier, your power is 
going to be half of a steady carrier, so the 2 watts 


out is OK. 


Peter Martinez wrote the original psk31 software, 
psksbw. This comes with an excellent help file 
which explains how psk31 works, this is recommended 
reading.

Yes, to "receive only" PSK31, I simply connected a cable from the “ext 
spkr" jack on the DX-390 to the "line in" jack on the PC soundcard. 

This sort of thing may be accomplished using any reasonably frequency-stable 
communications receiver. 

I also had to teach myself how to operate Digipan... and a very simple 
process that was! Default gain settings in Digipan worked very well so this 
was, indeed, an exercise in PNP. 

This PSK31 stuff (using Digipan, at least) may not be as easy as falling off 
a log but it must be pretty close ( it's been a while since I fell off a 
log, so, difficult to judge :)

Well, as usual, Murhpy got me a bit, but I managed to get on and have a lot 
of fun anyway! Managed 102 contacts this year. 


Figures, this would be the weekend my neighbor with the wood splitter would 


decide that he wants to split my wood. Considering that I had about 4 cords 
of unslit bull-busting-sized pieces, I accomodated him. Had I not, it may 
have been put off another whole year! 


Needless to say, I was one whipped pup when I managed to get on Sunday AM. 
I got on 40 M early AM and called CQ. My first CQ was answered by a W6 
station, in 6 Land. Yes! I called CQ for an hour or so and managed a few 
contacts, but not as lively as I would have liked. I joined the grumbling 
about stations not having ears. I stopped grumbling at about 6:30 AM, when 
I discovered that my 40 meter inverted vee was about 3 feet off the ground! 
An hour later, it was once again 50 feet in the air, and boy did things get 
better! :-) 


The rest of Sunday AM, until about 1400 Z when I had to QRT to do part 2 of 
the wood splitting, I managed about 50 QSOs or so. Cool. What was really 
neat was that about 1/3 of them were with QRP stations. I spent about half 
the time calling CQ and the other half S&P, ignoring the A and B class 
stations, looking for the QRPers. 


Sunday evening, I got on the air again (twice as stiff and sore as I was the 
day before.) On 40 and 15 M, I was actually able to manage a fair QSO rate 
strictly by calling CQ. 15 M was reasonably empty, so I was able to raise a 
number of West Coast stations. 40 M was hopping, but I managed to hold 
frequencies for a bit. 7017 kHz was pretty easy to hold, but I didn't want 
to spend all the time in the Extra part of the band -- I was getting on to 
give out contacts to my QRP friends, not all of which can operate below 7025 
kHz, so I found a spot farther up the band. 


What was a bit disappointing is that I worked very few QRP stations in this 
2nd session. Where was everybody? This was a bit surprising, because the 
band had actually thinned out a bit, and I was fresh blood. Those big guns 
who had not yet worked a sweep were tuning around and when they heard a new 
one, they pounced. Sunday evening really is QRP prime time, or could be, 
anyway. 


In seeing the comments of others, this strategy of having QRPers call CQ 
made a difference -- we are on to something! More QRPers worked each other 
than any year before. Cool! For most of us that did call CQ, I think we 
found that we could maintain a moderate rate, if we had an acceptable 
antenna. My 40 M inverted vee at 50 feet is only average on 40 M, but I did 
manage to hold frequencies on 40 M, maybe for 15-20 minutes at a time, at 
least on Sunday. On Saturday, when the competition is a bit more fierce, I 
think I would have had a poorer rate. On 15 M, where the antenna is only 
fair, I found I could manage QSOs on a half-dead band. Again, the trick 
with QRP calling CQ seems to be to hang out where the action is marginal and 
just believe that you will make QSOs. 


I look forward to next year. 


Now, I am going to see if I can beg a few log copies from some of the 
contesters I know, so I can ID the QRP stations in the logs of the big guns. 
I will mail an application and paper log to those who operated QRP, along 
with a nice note explaining why I am encouraging QRPers to send in logs. If 
any of the Q stations want to email me a copy of their logs to give me a 
head start, I would appreciate it. 


Hand-written paper logs are still quite acceptable. For logs that are in 
computer format, including Word, Access, etc., the logs MUST be submitted 
electronically in Cabrillo format. If your logging is not Cabrillo, you can 
hand write logs, or, FOR Q CLASS ENTRIES ONLY, I will see if I can help. If 
you have an ascii log file that is not Cabrillo, send it to me and I will 
see if I can cobble together a post-processor file to turn it into Cabrillo.

Well, I'm certainly not a top-notch contester. I felt 
pretty good about my results until I saw some of the 
others being posted. My excuses: I've avoided the high 
profile contests for years, scared off by QRM and the 
machine-gun code speeds. But when I saw that Illinois 
still had no "Bull" by Friday, I went ahead and 
volunteered. 


I set these goals for myself: 


1) Operate at least 10 hours, which is more than I would 
probably have done as a non-bull. Spend at least 15 min. 
of each hour calling CQ. 

2) As long as I was doing that, keep it up until I broke 
the 100 QSO mark and could get the pin. 

3) Fill in my missing states for this QTH: AK, ND, DE, RI, 
SC, and NY. (NY?? Yep, no I don't know why.) 


Within that framework, I guess I did OK. Achieved the first 
two, and I did get AK and NY 2-way QRP (thanks Andre and Bill!) 


Here are the summarized statistics: 


Running a TS450S cranked back to 4 watts out, G5SRV antenna at 
a nominal 40 feet (but it passes through a maple tree.) 


Total hours: 13 
Total QSOs: 110 
Sections: 42 
Score: 9240 (if they don't throw some out for bad copy) 


I did call CQ much more than I normally would, but with few takers. 
Some QRPers do put out "giant" signals that will hold a frequency 
(every time I heard K7QO he was downright loud) but I must be a 
lot punier than that. The QRO guys often step right on me and 

grab a frequency away. So I did a fair amount of calling in the 
bottom of the novice/tech allocations on 10, 15, and 40 m. And I 
did get some takers there, but most were QRO stations. Where were 
all the QRP entries? (Well, I see that one or two were hanging out 
in the extra subband, off-limits for me. With all the time I spent 
on the high ends, I don't know how I missed K9IUA. Darn, still no 
ND for the log.) 


My log sure doesn't bode well for Ed's plan to have more QRP logs 
than class B QRO logs submitted. Out of 110 QSOs, only 12 were QRP 
stations. Compare with 35 class B. Most of the QRPers were my 
fellow bulls who either caught me calling CQ or got caught by me 
while they were calling. 


Anyway, it was interesting. I will submit the log, for sure, and 
order my pin (hope they don't throw out so many QSOs for errors 
that I miss out on that.)

As I read the webpage, you would require either a second soundcard in 
the computer to show and analyze the transmitted signal, or, you would 
require a second computer. 


Which is which, if either, was not made clear in the blurb. I tend to 
feel that the unit as described is not a standablone IMD detector but is 
merely a small 20-meter receiver that can provide audio to a soundcard. 


This is the approach that I have used to monitor the setup of my PSK31 
station: I use an Icom IC-765 receiver driving a laptop computer running 


SpectroGram and DigiPan. It takes infinite pains to set up the receiver 
to prevent it from introducing more distortion and IMD than you are 
trying to measure! <:}

That's an interesting comment about the 1x2 and 2x1 calls and the 
check years. Of course, the short calls are favored by contesters. 
(Does it really save that much time? Are there more vanity call 
signs snatched up in the 4/5/6 groups because they are shorter 

to send in CW than 0/1/9 calls?) But I hadn't thought much about 
the check years other than being surprised at the ones I got from 
the 1920s and 30s. I actually stuck around to hear the next QSO 

in one case after I realized what the check implied. But I suspect 
most of those with 20s are club or school stations using the year 


they were founded. Lessee, someone first licensed in 1921 would 
have to be in their 90s at least, right? 


Of my 110 contacts, 47 were licensed prior to 1960. There were 

also (it seems) a disproportionate number from the 1990s (have 

that many no-code techs actually moved into CW operating?) but 
relatively few from the 1980s (and I remember how much trouble 

I had finding a class to study for my novice license in 1982--finally

I sat down Saturday afternoon at the rig, and decided to use the Icom 735 
dialed down to 5 watts. Hadn't use that rig in a long time. I listened, 
and heard lots of activitiy on 15 meters, and boys they were going to town. 
Fast code, but good code. I listened to the exchange several times, then 


gave a call. No answer, tried again, no answer, hmmn, the qrp signal must 
be the problem. Hey, wait a minute, this station is loud, this is 15 meters 
and I should be able to make this contact with no sweat. I must be doing 
something wrong. So, I moved the vfo for a lower tone, gave another call, 
and bingo, qso. 


Then I tried something. I noted the frequency where I called the station 
and made the contact. 21.059.5 on my readout. I then moved the vfo til 
the calling station was zero beat. i.e. the tone went lower and lower in 
frequency until it was almost gone. I read the vfo readout. 21.058.8. 

That makes sense, since the offset is 700 hz. HEY! THE LIGHT JUST WENT 


ON!!! All I had to do was find a signal, zero beat the calling station, 
note the frequency, and then move up 700 hz!! Tried it, and guess what, IT 
WORKED!! Station came right back to me. I tried it several more times, and 


it worked every time!! 


You all know this. I am just a dummy that is tone deaf, and tried to match 
tones by ear and was never able to do so. So this is how it works. Guys, 
I have been on cw for 24 years now, and I just figured this out. Boy am I 
redfaced, but there is a smile on that red face, because I made the 
contact!! It was like a whole new world opened up. It used to be that when 
I called a station, he would come back sometimes, others not. I used to 
blame it on propagation, poor signal, the other guy has wax in his ears, 
etc. When probably most of the time it was operator error on my end. 


I also used to notice that when I would call stations calling cq for a qso 
that they would invariably move around a little bit. What they were doing 
was getting on my frequency, since I was such a lousy operator that I wasn't 
on theirs. Guys, thanks for doing that for me for all of these years. 


Why would I post this? Because I bet that there are other guys out there 
that don't know the trick I just described, or maybe it is a skill? Anyway, 
I wanted to share and hope that someone else can be helped out. Isn't the 


first mistake I have ever made and won't be the last (ask JoAnne). But you 
do learn by doing, and as Dr. Charles Adams, Astrophysicist says, "Education 
costs, you have to pay for it some way or another." Conversation with Chuck 


Adams at Foothill Flea Market, Aug. 1993. 


I figured it out in the world's biggest CW contest after 24 years of 
hamming. Hope you got it sooner. Have a good day. 72, Doug

> I ran 5 watts and often called CQ for up to 2-minutes before I'd get 
> frustrated and QSY to go "search and pounce mode." 


Actually, I sometimes went 5 minutes between answers, but that is still 
sometimes ahead of S&P. I can think of MANY times that I would get beat out 
in S&P and have to move on to the next attempt, only to get beat out again. 
2 minutes calling CQ with no answer just SEEMS longer than 2 minutes waiting 
in a pileup. Later in the 'test, I normally spend > 2 minutes tuning 
around, looking for a big gun I haven't worked yet. And I always hear big 
guns working stations that ONLY S&P, so the only way I can work them is to 
call CQ. 


I was quite surprised at the answers I was getting, calling CQ with 5 W in 
between the big guns. I think I agree with the 25% rule of thumb you set up 
for yourself. This should maximize your score pretty nicely. I bet that 
you will do well calling CQ the last 5 or 6 hours of the contest. At this 
point, things seem to have thinned down a bit, and most people S&Ping tune 
past signal after signal they have already worked. That new guy is fresh 
blood. All we gotta' do is convince people, including QRPers, that just 
because a station is weak that doesn't mean they can't work them. I have 
literally followed a station up the band as he S&Ps, calling CQ just above 
or below his last QSO (depends on whether he is tuning up or down the band), 
and had him not call me. I KNOW I was at least S6 to him, but for some 
reason, he only calls those S9+. I would 


In seeing the diversity of responses people got from calling CQ, I think 
that we may be on to something, but that each op will have to fine tune the 
approach he or she takes. For me, I will probably spend most of the time 
S&P for the first 1/3 of the contest, do a lot of CQing through the wee 
hours, and finish up at about 50/50. Either that or I will try to beat my 
points/watt record. :-)

It's Monday and I'm back down from the top of the mountain. 
Went up to 7,000' for my annual fix for contesting. :-) 


Here are the initial results for K7Q0, so those of you that 


aren't interested in contesting or foxhunts can hit the delete key. 


I'm still hyped over this contest. And it'll give me a chance 
to reflect and do analysis for next year. 


K7Q0 Q class (QRP <= 5W output) Forgive me but I did run 5.0000W 
and not the usual ©.95W or less or the 160mW from last year :-) 
Told you it made a difference in my last year's score. 


601 Qs (contacts) in 23.8 hrs out of 30 hours 

79 of 80 sections with NL in Canada being the only one missed 

95,116 total points (see comments below) --- a new record for me, 

but it will not be the published score nor does this score represent 
the highest this year - heard a few QRPers with higher scores than me 


Band breakdown 


80m - 5 
40m - 114 
20m - 194 
15m - 200 
10m - 89 


I went to 80 meters too late in the test as 40 was hot. You 
need more power down there and storms moving into CA and AZ 
caused too much QRN. I stopped and went to bed at the time 

I moved to 80 and saw what my rate was going to be. Besides. 
AZ is too far away from populated areas for skip on 80m. I have 
yet to hear PSK-31 from here on 80m with the warbler. 


I don't have a breakdown on the Q stations worked, but it seemed 
like a lot more than last year. I have to post analyze the logs 
(see notes below) and will post result of this for the Running 
of the Bulls results. 


Equipment used: 


Yaesu FT-1000MP (yes, I know I was planning using the Corsair 1 

again, but op'd for the rig already in place and left radio in 

the Exploder) 

CT9.31 on a laptop with HB interface 

Couple of towers at 150' and 75' with Force12 antennas @ 7K ft 

Windom and Sloper antennas (you can't have too many antennas) 

Case of Diet Cokes (regular and not deCaf) with pop tarts (choc. fudge) 


Memory dump to follow on contest as I see it. My personal opinions 
only and in no particular organized order. No flame wars please. 

I don't claim to be an expert or to know everything. Any additional 
help appreciated for next year. I'm not trying for #1 in this. Just 
to improve my own personal best. 


In preparation for this years SS I did a couple of things. I went through 
back issues of NCJ (ARRL's National Contest Journal) for articles on SS. 


Randy, K5ZD, a well known contester and record holder of merit in several, 
and several other contesters were compared in a article on their operating 
styles etc. I was impressed by the fact (about the only that I can remember 
at this time due to brain fade after a contest) that they all went the first 
12 hours plus of the SS contest without a break. So, that's exactly what I 
did this year. I went the first 12.5 hours without getting out of the seat 
more than a couple of minutes. 12 hours!! This is very important for 
several reasons. 

People drop out or have equipment failures or something comes up at work or 
home to reduce the numbers. 


1. I think the most important is that this is the time when the most stations 
are on the air. 


2. There is the expense and overhead of startup. It's been a while since 
you've done this serious a contest (even for fun it's hard work). And once 
you get a rhythm going you need to keep it going. 


Second thing that I did was make up a CD with my call and the exchange 

of all the Qs in 1998 SS contest. This I did by making the left channel 

with one set of exchanges and the right channel with another set. This makes 
a total of over 2 hours on the CD disc. For one week before the test I 
listened 

to this once a day during two hour walks. This wasn't practice on the laptop 
with contest software and this was a big mistake on my part. See later 
section. 

But it did help. I made up one more CD for someone else and if it helps they 
can let us know. It takes me 3 hours to make up a customized disc and I don't 
have any plans to do this for income. If I can learn how to do this without 
having to record real time playback I can reduce the time to 15 mins per disc, 
but I have to write a front end to generate the .wav or .aiff files first and 
I just haven't taken the time to do the research. My software to generate 
CDs at any speed just doesn't have the section to go direct to disc. This on 
an SGI 02 computer that I have. I normally do plain text at 60-80+ WPM to 
practice 

on while walking. :-) Hey, I stay healthy and alive and see nice scenery 

and do CW at the same time. Life just doesn't get any better than that. 


1998 was my best year in SS, so that was the year for the most Qs to make 
a CD of. 


SOFTWARE 


You can do SS with pencil/pen and paper. The ARRL has .pdf£ files that you can 
download to generate the pages with Q numbers 1-50. Back in the days of when 
I first started and before the computer software was available and cheap 
computers 

I made up log sheets with numbers 1-99 (don't know why ARRL stops at 50 -- 


guess 

they figure you'll give up after that much effort :-) ). AND you HAVE to make 
up a dup sheet ( page or pages whereby you log calls only so that you can do 

a quick lookup to see if you have worked a station before). The last day of 
this years SS I was called several times by stations that I had worked in about 
10 Qs (contacts) previously. This is an irritation (minor for me) for the 
station 

they are calling as it kills the rhythm and takes up time. There are many 

of us 

that remember the days of Field Day back when we used dup sheets, paper 

logs, etc. 

Sad to say but those days are gone. Now we have networked laptops with 

real time 

log updates, backups, etc. It has made life a little simpler for the 
operators, 

both CW and Phone. It is like comparing slide rules to computers. 


Someone mentioned before SS that they refused to buy software. That's a 
choice. 
IMHO a bad one if you are going do this contest. 


I personally use CT9.31. Remember I went through a software reinstall to 
reload 

Win95 after I had loaded LINUX on the laptop. I reloaded CT9.31 just before I 
took off to the contest station. Remember I said I made a big mistake by not 
using the CD to practice data entry etc. I would have found a mistake I made. 
I was smart enough to add WCF to the data file for the sections. This now 
makes 

80 sections total for the US and Canada. If you work all of them you get a 
"clean sweep", thus the name for the contest Sweepstakes. 


But the thing that I did not do was go to the web and update the software. 

The ARRL added several classes such as S, M, and U after I purchased the 
software. 

So I had to keep a paper log this weekend for Qs with these classes and I have 
to go back and redo the logs by hand to correct these. 


OK a pet peeve. Please skip if you don't want to hear a tirade on this topic. 
Someone was really getting on the ARRL for requiring the Cabrillo File Format 
for logs. Ignorance on the part of the poster I'm sure. The ARRL SS Contest 
Committee (a thankless job I'm sure and a volunteer job at best) takes ALL the 
logs and does a cross check. This requires a lot of human overhead and lots 
of computer time and compute power. What happens is that for every contact 
made between two stations a check is made to make sure both stations are in 
each others logs at the time and frequency specified in both logs. Also the 
exchange is check for EVERY character. If you miss one character, you lose 


TWO contacts --- the one claimed and a penalty of one other contact or 
exchange, thus a reduction in score. And if you miss over a certain percentage 
(I think 10% you are removed from the contest). In order to make the software 
work and make the task of cross checking thousands of logs the ARRL and the 
Contest Committee HAS to require a certain format or they can't do this job 

in a reasonable time. Don't even bother to email to QRP-L or me the pros and 
cons of this constraint. It's contest and you have to play by the rules or 
don't play at all. I labeled this a tirade and that is exactly what it 

is. :-) 


Think about several thousand logs and how many cross checks that amounts to!! 
And if they allowed you any format how difficult writing the software 

would be. I'm sure they'll take volunteers for software writers to 

reduce this restriction. 


But you can mail in paper logs as Ed, WIRF, mentioned if you do copy that 
way. And by all means send in your logs. Safety in numbers and all that 
stuff. 

The QRPers are becoming known during contests and wanted. The QRO 

guys want contacts. And I think the number of B (QRO and high power 
stations is down this year, thus more A and Q stations). Wouldn't 

it be fun if some year everyone does Q? Nah. Never happen in a million 
years, but that's OK. I can't compete with N5TJ and some others. No 
way. 


Again, back to the dual penalty. I had one station call me when I was 

able to CQ during the contest. This was late Sunday and this is funny. 

They called me. I then sent their call and the exchange. They then sent me 

a TU (Thank You in morse) and left!! They either were playing games with 
stations (a waste of time on their part) or they forgot made an honest mistake 
and this was most likely exactly what they did. They were tired and just 
messed up. 

In that case they lose two contacts --- mine and one other as a penalty as 
they will not be in my log. :-) 


Since I have to redo my logs by hand for the S, M, and U classes I will 
probably 

make a few mistakes. Thus my claimed score of 95,116 is not the score that you 
will see in the printing of the results in QST. I made the mistake(s) and 

I have 

to suffer the penalty. We learn something EVERY year that we enter this 
contest. 

That's how you scores increase every year. I lost time and it did affect 

my QSO 

rate having to stop and write stuff down for the S, M, and U 


contacts. Education 

is expensive no matter how you get. I still would not trade the experience 
and fun 

for all the money in the world. 


Software like CT and TRlog are very important tools of the trade. The feedback 
that you get from the windows showing the sections worked, the QSO rate, 
running 

totals, and just the record keeping are well worth any price the author 

wants to 

charge. If anyone writes such a program and gives it away, they really do have 
too much time on their hands. I know how much time it takes to write good 
programs 

and what commercial software costs developers in time and resources. These 
people that write CT and TRlog are not getting rich. So don't complain 

about their 

pricing, please. 


TRAINING FOR SS or any contest 
1. Get on the air a lot. 
2. Read all the how to's that you can. 


3. Get practice software like any Morse training software and simulators. 
(Remember Dr DX or whatever it was called for the Commodore computer?) 
SuperMorse, RUFZ, PED, and other programs are useful, but nothing 
and I repeat, NOTHING beats entering the contest(s) every year. 


4. Get the best antenna you can. Location, location, location and money, 
money, and more money. Pay L.B. Cebik to design you a system. :-) 


5. Work the foxii. At least we are all on equal power levels. 


I started the so called Foxhunt many years ago. Sorry about that. The 

idea was to 

create a miniature arena for contest training. The group was small and several 
things happened. Discussions (relatively minor compared to postings now) about 
operating techniques for the fox and the hunters were posted. No flame 

wars broke 

out that I remember and no calls for hard fast rules like RIT/XIT, etc. :-) 
Look at the two sides. 


I set up the exchange of CALL, RST, NAME, ST, and QRP-L number for code 
practice. 

Think about it. It is an almost random sequence of numbers and letters. 

And during SS, you get your call and NR sent first. This does several things 


which you may not have thought about. You are about to get a random sequence 
of characters. You need to know what speed it is coming at and at what tone. 
These first few characters set up your mind for both of these. The speed to 
let you know how hard it is going to be and the tone to get the FFT and 

QRM analysis routines set up in your mind to eliminate all the bad stuff. 
Probably one of the best means of practice. And it can come at you at almost 
an infinite range of speeds from 10 to 50 wpm sometimes and a range of 
frequencies 

of tone due to offsets, op abilities, etc. And certainly through a lot of 
QRM/QRN 

combinations. If during the foxhunt you copy all the other exchanges you'll 
certainly improve your abilities. Play like you're the fox and see what 
happens. 

You will after several sessions learn a trick called partial call recognition. 
If you do S&P during SS, this little trick will save you a lot of time. 


First, the fox. Here is a person on the wrong end of a pileup. There is a lot 
of hard work and demand placed on this person. I don't know how many realize 
just exactly what is going on here. It is just like being a rare DX station. 
I pray for and pity the first person in the world to get on the air from 

North Korea, the only country that everyone else in the world needs to qualify 
for having worked every country. All the other pileups ever generated in 

ham radio will look like a relaxing Sunday picnic compared to this one. 

Skills needed to work a pileup. 1. Experience. 2. Good code 

speed. 3. Good 

receiver. Think about SS and a pileup like VY1JA, W7TSM, ox VO1MP generate. 
You have a large number of 1KW or greater signals pounding at the front end of 
your receiver and they are almost all exactly centered on your freq or the 
specified freq if you send UP 1 like VO1MP did. And you still get people 
calling you on freq. :-) Sound familiar? I thought so. ;-) 4. Patience. 
5. A sense of humor for during and after when you get the post-game analysis. 


You will read/hear/... comments about certain operators during SS in the 
post-game 

analysis by others. Not unlike the foxhunt comments. During SS there are some 
rare and most hunted sections (this year WY and NL took the top two places). 
And when you get inexperienced contest ops on they take a beating, but in their 
favor I must give them credit for the stick to it and do it attitude. It 

is not 

a cake walk through the park position to be in. And you watch them next year. 
They will beat you badly. We all started somewhere. 


And then there is the hunter crowd. Again, you have the whole range of 
experienced 

and non-experienced ops. Some calling blind --- they hear the crowd and 
they just 

jump in. My hat is off to Marshall Emm for his posting. Right on. Just 
substitute 


SS for foxhunt and it is the same thing all over again. Just remember this 
isa 

training exercise or a mini version of a contest. AND it is time limited 
for the 

sake of the fox. These guys and girls are giving up at least four hours of 
valuable 

time for you, not the other way round. You see the same range of skills, 
good and 

bad. In the last foxhunt I thought it sad for someone to get on 3 minutes 
before 

the fox even got there and started blindly sending their call (I have it 
memorized). 

At least go to WWV and get the time right. («&(*«&$$$, (@*&Q#S 


SS is the best contest for me. It is fun and it is good practice. The 
exchange 

is almost a random code group. You are guaranteed to become a better CW 
operator 

if you sit down for this contest. Think of the contest as a 24 hour intensive 
language seminar/training session. 


And going back to the random code groups. Who in this group would sit down at 
a computer for 24 hours out of 30 straight hours and practice with RUFZ or 
SuperMorse??? Not anyone that I know of. SS is a conspiracy on the part of 
the ARRL to get us better at Morse. Who said the ARRL was anti-Morse???? :-) 


OK, posting for helping a few people and I apologize for the bandwidth for 
those that consider such postings as useless information and should be 
somewhere 

else. If I help one person, then I've done my job. 


And the most important part of the software for this contest. You gotta have 
a key or dual keystroke to remove (wipe) the contact from the log. If I run 
upon a station that I have not worked and if they are just starting up an 
exchange I will enter their exchange in its entirety into the log with 

an increment of one to the contact number in hopes that I'll be next. 

This is excellent code practice and typing practice and then if I'm lucky 

to work them next I don't have to type any more and I can double check my 
work as he sends the exchange. I think this significantly reduces errors 
during the contest and hey - you don't have anywhere else to go so make 

good use of the time. Again, my opinion from my experiences. 


HIGHLIGHTS FOR K7Q0O 
Getting all but one section. At Q #400 on Sunday morning I had a freq and 


called CQ. I jumped up and hollered when VY1JA called me!!!! We had a two 
or three minute QSO. :-) That was worth the work and effort and I could have 


quit right then and there and been happy. Jay was in the S&P mode and 
giving out one of the rarest sections during the contest. This was probably 
a more relaxing mode for him as if he sat and called CQ on a frequency 

he would generate one of the top three pileups for this contest. Again, 
NWT/YU and WY and NL are the top most needed ARRL sections for this contest. 
When Jay called me I was down to 3 sections needed. I was worried the first 
evening that I was going to miss LAX, ORG, and SDG. :-) And it once again 
looked like it was going to be a "terrible two" year, i.e. I once again 
would be two sections short of a clean sweep. 


And this would be an interesting test. Work SS one year creating a pileup and 
the next year doing S&P. My money is on S&P for the rare stations. Too 

much overhead in handling a pileup and too many headaches. Think about it. 
I've heard experienced ops do 200+ contacts an hour during SS (Wayne from 

WY comes to mind on this one several years go when he only got on one 

Sunday afternoon for a short time and he didn't even submit a log). 


Next thrill was getting WY on 20 meters about the last hour or so of the 
contest. Station was fighting a pileup and had QRM (I think intentional). 

He announced he was moving down 5KHz. I dialed down 5 and there was a B 
station holding the freq, so I made a guess and moved down another 2KHz. Sent 
the WY station's call twice and mine twice. He came back to me. AND then 

he started a QSO with for a minute or so. I'm sure the pileup stns were not 
happy campers about that halt in the action with less than an hour to go 

in the test. Life is good. :-) 


This year getting most of the stations to come back on the first call 

by watching my timing and of course having a super antenna system to play 
with. Last years mistakes made me more conscious of what I was doing 

and doing it right this year. Especially using the right antennas and not 
losing a lot of power. 5W at the rig out and 200+' of coax (not hardline) 
will still mean not all 5W gets to the antenna due to coax loss. 


I really don't care about the score that much. It just showed that I learned 
from last year when I got only 60K or so and that was way down from the 
previous year. And no matter what your score, this year or any other, 

the rest of us appreciate your time and effort. 


Sad that I didn't have KU7Y in competition this year. Ron you are missed 
here and here's hoping you can op next year. That'll teach you to give 

up an antenna farm. :-) ;-) You want to come to WY next year and operate 
from the right hand side of the state and I'll do the left. RV to RV!! 
That's the ticket. See next paragraph. We could use the same setup 

at the two different locations. A repeat match for dinner in LV, NV. 

We could drive there afterwards. :-) 


Plans for next year. I am going to rent an RV. I'm going to try to get 
Tom at Force 12 to loan me the yagi and his portable trailer used for demos 


at hamfests. I'm going to Jackson Hole, WY and operate Q-class. Bet you 
I can score more than 100K. Or I'll find a guest station to operate. 
Thought of this today. I think it'd be a hoot and I will send K7Q0/7 

the whole contest. I'd bet you that 1000 Qs would be possible very 
easily. Any one else for NL and NWT/YU? Remember the year a group went 
to Nebraska (NE) the year after it was a rare section for some reason? 


I also want the ARRL to outlaw spotting on clusters. It only adds 
fuel to the fire for pileups. Let everyone find stations on their own. 
It's more fun that way and it spreads out the load over the weekend. 


Thanks to all the Q stations that worked me during the contest. And even 
the few that stopped to say hi. It is a pleasure and a joy to me to run 
into old and new friends even during the heat of battle. W8RU, Ron had 

a great score when I worked him and there were others. Good job and see you 
next year. Same bat time - same bat channel. Sorry if anyone called me 

and I didn't hear you. Tried for one station that was in the QRN/noise 
level for a minute or two but it was just impossible. Sorry. 


And if you are QRP and a station seems to be ignoring you, don't take 
it personal or otherwise. They may have someone else that you can't 
hear giving them problems. It is not unusual during SS to have 
several stations doing battle for a freq. I had the frequency taken 
away from me many times when I was calling CQ. I just picked up my 
stuff and moved. That's about all you can do without getting nasty 
about it. And time is more valuable than pride during this thing. 


Thanks to Phyllis my lovely wife for her support for my hobbies. Thanks 
to Shep Shepard, AA7MH, for the hospitality and use of a super contest 
station each year (now two in a row). He was thinking during the contest 
when he came down to the basement (with a beautiful view of the mountains 
and trees BTW) that I should be going after the missing sections and I 
told him that my philosophy was just to work stations and the sections would 
come and I turned out to be right. I did spend 10 mins going after VO1MP, 
but I just could not break the pileup. I thought of QRP-L and foxhunting 
when he was sending "UP 1" every time and still guys were calling him on 
frequency. :-) What a pileup. Anyway, don't worry about the section 
count if you can. Work fast and furious to get station after station. 
Most of the software shows just how much time you can spend going after 

a particular section. I just ignore it during the whole test until 

I hear a section I need and then I make a judgement call on how much 

time I'll invest. Early in SS I just keep going if there is a pileup. 

I remember how small a amount of power 5W is compared to 1.5KW or more. 

It does matter a lot here. 


And thanks to all of you QRPers for getting on the air. Friday evening was 
a joy 
to work a number of people with the K1. I even worked some contest stations 


that were getting ready and made new friends that said hi when I called them 
during the test. And working Glenn, WA7SPY, Sunday night after the test 
for a while for a 2xK1 QSO. Thanks for the memories. 


I did work N4BP from his station in VI. Thanks Bob. Bet he had a great 
score. I'll have to check but I'm pretty sure it wasn't QRP. :-) 
And he did stop a sec and say hi. That was appreciated too. 


Oh, I took a musical CD to listen to when I went to bed. You have only 6 hrs 
for sleep if you do 24 of the 30 hours for the test. It helped to wind down 

and I got more sleep than last year. You go to bed hearing a lot of 

Morse if you don't do something different. Made the last 12 hrs much easier 

having more rest. 


Yes, I am preaching to the contest crowd, but SS is for me the highlight of the 
year. I worked not only WAS but all US ARRL sections within 24 hours 

running QRP. I would try for DXCC during CQWW or the ARRL test but no one 

that has a contest station skips those. :-) Maybe when I get my tower 

and yagi setup before too long. It's not a high priority item. 


FYI and enjoyment and hope presented here in a positive mode as SS isn't 
for the 
faint of heart,

In fear that I might be the one you are chastising for my 
attitude about Cabrillo, let me say I understand, and agree 
with all that you say about the checking and the advantages 
to the ARRL. I disagree with the *way* in which they have 
chosen to implement the requirement, and the design of the 
file, which I hope will be improved to make it more suitable 
as a standard for ALL contests, not just those sponsored by 
the ARRL, so software designers don't have to meet multiple 
and differing standards. In other words, my disagreement is 
political and not just practical. 


With respect to not buying software, you have to remember 
that there is a world of difference between the "casual" 
contest operator (like myself) and the keen-edged competitor 
(as yourself, or N4BP). Absolutely, you guys need the best 
software, best antennas, best locations, and so forth. I 
don't, however, and it doesn't necessarily make sense for 
me to lay out lots of cash for something that I won't use 
except to generate one piddly little file to send to the 
ARRL. Just as I don't run marathons, I don't contest in 
order to have the highest score or squeeze out every last 
multiplier. I like CW, but it isn't my life, and I 
couldn't spend hours in training for it. 


It will be interesting to see if the Cabrillo requirement 
leads to fewer log submissions from the casual operators 
like myself, or to an actual increase in the number of 
hand-written logs in the 50-100 QSO range. Either seems 
quite possible to me, and neither would be what the League 
really wants, I'm sure.

So much for gaols. In the end it was the score. This was a blast. It 
stated of with the second QSO being W1AW. I got his #3. Then there was 
KL7Y who answered on the first call. I blew my last years effort out of 
the water. Last year it was around 49,000 points - this year it was 502 
QSOs and 76 mults for 76, 304 points - at least until the log inspectors 
get to it. Last year that would be enough to get some wallpaper for the 
section. This year I already know two guys beat me. I worked them both 
in the last two hours of the contest. 


I split my time S&P and sending CQ. Neither seemed to produce a better 
rate - they just got me a different set of people. Total operating time 
was around 18-19 hours with a rate of 25-30 QSOs per hour. There were 
some who could not hear, but most had no problem. The big difference of 
course the 1500 Watt vs 5 watt difference. Yes I used dipoles and many 
of the big stations had a beam. But a beam works both ways. It gets his 
Signal out better and he should hear me better. I found I could sit ona 
frequency, but also found that I moved on most of the time before I got 
stomped on. It seemed the rate slowed noticeably after a spell of 
sending CQ - I figure I exhausted those playing S&P on the band at that 
time and it was time to move on. 


Propagations was great. It did seem that there was a lot of short skip 
on 20 meters throughout the contest. I did jump a lot between the bands, 
but 40 meters was the most productive with 177 QSOs. The upper bands 
were not a great here - but even on 10 meters I pulled in 56 QSOs. 80 
Meters was not as good as it has been in the past. This may be a result 
of better propagation on the higher bands - guys just didn't see the need 


to drop down to 80 meters. 20 meters did not seem the battleground some 
seem to think it was, I saw 40 meters as a lot more active. That may be 
a product of being in MD where most of the NE is prime 40 meter 
territory. 


There were lots of QRP stations out there. I worked 52 by my count. 
That is 10% of the logs. But what seemed to be new this year was the 
number giving out higher serial numbers. So I think that the QRP 
stations that were out were a lot more active than in the past. 


Oh for the goals - yes I had fun, yes I filled some holes in the 5BWAS 
QRP, I did get some sleep, I may have worked some new counties QRP - I'll 
have to check on that one. The rest of the goal went untouched. Perhaps 
I'll work on them in the 10 Meter contest next month.

Hi ED, thanks for the note: 


I think back to some CQWW and ARRL DX contests and 
absolutely KNOW that the best way to score is to call 
CQ. If you can sit on a "run" frequency, you gather 
points by the sheer volume of contacts (as opposed to 
collecting multipliers). MORE QSO's will outpoint fewer 
contacts x more mults. And besides -- you work a lot of 
contacts and you add a lot of mults. 


Interesting to note that two radio contestors use one to 
"RUN" a frequency by calling CQ, and the other to search 
for "mults." BTW, if you heard someone calling ona 
frequency, and you answered him -- many times -- and he 
didn't answer you or anyone else---just kept calling CQ, 
there's a good chance he was 1) taking a bathroom break 
and didn't want to give up the frequency, or 2) 
operating two radios and was ignoring the "run 
concentrate on the "search and pounce."

In the mail QSL format, there is another quick solution for those who only 
send a few QSLs and do not need large mass printed quantities, or who do, 
and just want a colorful and distinctive QSL. 


Color post cards for many locations of the Country besides famous tourist 
spots are widely available at truck stops, convenience stores, and even Wal 
Mart stores. You can get a rubber stamp, self inked, made up with the QSL 
exchange format blanks and legends from the Signmaker of Baton Rouge, (see 
QST ads and other ham mags), or from other QSL sources. The stamping goes 
on the message area of the back of the card. You can get rubber stamp kits 
that will allow you to put your call above the exchange info. Thus, you 
will have a color photo of scenic beauty on the card front and all your 


necessary exchange on the back. 


If you are into cards in a big way, you likely can go to the wholesale 
outlet listed on the card, and buy in bulk. Then, you could go to a local 
print shop, and have your call overprinted on the photo front. 


Our club uses such cards as we do not have many QSLs to send. It allows us 
to vary the card picture for special operating events. 


You could do a few of your own photo cards by dealing with places like 
Walgreens that cater to the photo Christmas card trade. Likely you could 
arrange for simple post card size photo prints of your own picture.
